FORTY-FOUR LIVES LOST 


By the Burning of an Insane Asylum Near 
Dover, N. H. 


Dover, N. H., February. 9.— The cout 
insane asylum, four miles from here, was 
burned tonight and forty-four lives were 
lost. When Watchman William Chevey 
made his 10 o’clock trip into the insane asy- 
lum, he found fire coming out of a cell oo 
cupled by a woman named Lafamtain and 
gave an alarm William Driscoll, the 
keeper, with his family, lived in the builé. 
ing and he at once broke the lock off of 
fifty-four cells, and tried to get the inmates 
out. Then he got his wife and two child- 
ren, neither of whom was dressed. 01 
the forty-eight inmates only four escaped. 
They were William Twombly, Rose Sander- 
son, William Davey and Frank Donshon. 
The latter walked two miles in a blinding 
snowstorm, with only his shirt on, to Will- 
lam Horne’s house, where he was taken

FOR LIFE PRESERVATION, 


The Senate Amendments Requiring Rall - 
roads to Use Automatic Car Couplers. 


Washington, February 9.—Mr. Frye, in 
reporting back adversely certain amend- 
ments referred to the committee on com- 
merce, propo ung river and harbor appro- 
priations, said tne appropriation bill already 
contained river and harbor appropria- 
tions to the amout of about $16,000,000 
(under continueing contract clause) and that 
the committee on commerce would not 
recommend any further river and harbor 
appropriations. 

The senate, on motion of Mr. Morgan, at 
noon went into executive session. 

When the doors reopened, Mr. Wolcott 
moved to change thc hour of meeting to 
noon. The vote was a tie, and the vice 
president voted in the mative. 

At 1 o'clock this evening, the automatic 
car coupler bill was taken up. The question 
was on the amendment. offered 7 
by Mr. Dolp l to that offered by Mor- 
gan. . Morgan’s amendment requires 
the attorney general to bring suit for the 
condemnation, of any device that may be 
selected; and Mr. Dolph’s is that no rail- 
road company shall be required to use such 
a device until such “condemnation” has 
taken place, 

Both amendments were tabled and amend- 
ments were adopted making the first section 
requiring tne use of power-driving wheel 
brakes to go into force on the Ist of July, 
1898 instead of 1895: and a fou sec- 
tion, requiring the use of b -irons or 
hand holds in the end and side of cars, go 
1 * on the ist of July, 1895 instead 
o ; . 

It was also amended by the striking of 
the second section all but the first sentence. 
Ihe section as amended simply makes it 
unlawful to use cars after the Ist of Jan- 
uary, 1898, that are not equipped with 
couplers, coupling automatically by contact, 
or which can be uncoupled without the 
necessity of men going between the ends of 
the cars. 

Final action was not taken on the bill.

Now Call an Extra Session. 

The action of the house yesterday, in 
recommitting the report fixing a day for 
the consideration of the silver question 
to the committee on rules, removes the 
bill and defeats silver legislation for this 
session. The silver act. of 1890 will not 
be repealed at this session. This result is 
not due to the democrats who believe 
in carrying out the policy set forth in 
the party platform, but is wholly due to 
the refusal of the representatives and 
agents of the goldolators to substitute for 
the present act a law recognizing silver 
as money and as a basis for currency. 

The democrats of the house, as well as 
those of the senate, are anxious to bring 
about the repeal of the so-called Sherman 
law, but they are not willing to ignore 
the democratic platform, which declares 
in favor of the free coinage of both gold 
and silver. They realize that an uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law would 
be to fly in the face of the Chicago plat- 
form, which expressly opposes any dis- 
crimination against silver. 

It is intimated that Mr. Cleveland is 


so much interested in the repeal of the 


silver act that he will call an extra 
session early in March if the matter is 


not disposed of before the present con | 


gress is dissolved. Beyond ‘all question, 
the silver law will not be repealed, even 
by the next congress, until the goldola- 
tors make up their minds to agree to 
larger and more substantial: concessions 
than they now see ‘their way clear ‘to. 
But an extra session will be regarded by 
the people as a fortunate event, if it 
Shall be the means of inaugurating 
prompt preparations in carrying out the 
pledges of the party in the direction of 
tariff reform. ‘ 

We do not agree with those who be 
lieve that the silver issue, as it stands, 
is more important than the tariff sue, 
but it will be exceedingly fortunate for 
the party and for the people if these two 
great issues can be considered at an extra 
Ses on. 

However important the silver question 
may be, we are of the opinion that the 
McKinley law is doing more damage to 
the people than the silver law. The re- 
peal of this law and the prompt treat- 
ment of the whole tariff question along 
the lines of democratic policy must com- 
prise the chief aim of the party, if its 
pledges are to be fulfilled, 

It is for this reason that we are in- 
clined to regard the prospect of an extra 
session as a piece of good fortune for 
the democratic party. 


A Case for Clemency. 

To sentence Count Ferdinand de Les- 
seps, at the age of nearly ninety, to five 
years’ imprisonment is an act of barbar- 
ous justice, unworthy of France. 

Clearly, this old man was guilty of no 
active criminality in the Panama frauds. 
The affairs of the canal were conducted 
by a legion of men—officials, agents, poli- 
ticlans. De Lesseps was hopeful and 
trusting. His Suez canal, his great tri- 
umphs as an engineer, his known purity 
of life, his faith in his latest enterprise, 
his long life devoted to France and to 
science—all these things should have 
caused his judges to give him the benefit 
of the doubt they must have entertained 
as to his guilt. : 

It is a case for clemency. 
The civilized world is overwhelmingly in- 
debted to this venerable man, and it can- 
not stand by without a protest and see 
him suffer a felon’s punishment for the 
misdeeds of others.

Governor Northen has suoeeded ad- 
mirably in the undertaking to have Gvor- 
gia well represented in the grand parade 
at the national capital on the 4th of 
March.

Dr. J. D. Turner, the president of the 
Atlanta Charitable Association, was geen 
there yesterday afternoon, and talked en- 
tertainingly of the work the association 
has before it. He said: “I have been 
wonderfully encouraged in this work by 
the large number of memberships that 
have come in during the last few days. 
Every day finds the membership @- 
creasing by the addition of the names of 


our big-hearted and sympathetic citizens. | 


Mr. Parkhurst, the secretary, has the 
name of every member, and is preparing 
a tabulated list of the same.” 

Just then, Dr. Turner glanced out of 
the window, and, seeming to realize how 
rough the weather was on the pedestrian, 
hooked his chair up closer to the stove, 
and said: “The average: citizen does not 
realize the great need of charity at pres 
ent in the city.

The picture on the new curtain represents

All are 
heated by registers, through which hot air 
is driven. The boiler is under the street, on 
the north of the house. A large fan will

The lighting of the building will be by 
electricity, and there are hundreds of in- 
candescent lights. ‘The electrical fittings are 
complete. Mr. DeGive designed the chande- 
lier’, and they are light and ceful. Mr. 
DeGive and his-sons have devoted. their 
time for a year or more to equipping the 
house and it is eafe to say that there is 
not another in the country which can bo. 
compared to it in completeness. There is 
nothing one can think of that is not ar- 
ranged.in the very best manner. 

It ig a perfect theater and too much cannot 
be said of it. The proprietor says that he 
ceased trying to keep an account of the cost 
long before it was anything like finished. He 
found that the expense was running high 
and he concluded not to watch the cost until 
the building was finished. :

An Bloquent Tribute to the South—How 
We Are Viewed by Some of Our 
Northern Bretbren..

“I presume it is expected, or if it is not 
expected, it is certainly most natural, that 


any stranger speaking in your city on any 
subject should preface his remarks by the ex- 
n of his admiration for the city itself, 

fis broad streets and beautiful squares, its 
parks and drives first impressed themselves 
ost. leasantly upon, me in a brief visit which. 
1 mate here nt eleven years ago, and the 
charming recollections of Savannah which 1 
entertained have been greatly enbanced by the 
observations now made, aſſd by the courteous 
hospitality which I have enjoyed. The growth 
of the city in the interval to which I have re- 
ferred is obviously very great, ahd I congrat- 
ulate you that the increase of business, of 
wealth and of resources of every character is 
of corresponding magnitude and argues 60 
strongly for a prosperous future.

2. Where a bill in equify seeking to recover 
land was dismissed on demurrer eging that 
there was no equity in the bill and that upon 
its face it showed no Fight in the complain- 
ants to such recovery, the dismissal was an 
adjudication in favor of the defendants as to 
ali matters alleged in the bill; and it was their 
right, when an equitable petition was there- 
after filed against them for the recovery of 
the same land by one who claimed under the 
former complainants and upon the same title, 
to set up this adjudicdtion as a complete bar 


to the plaintiff’s recovery. 


3. Where one by voluntary deed conveys 
land pending an action brought by himself 
to recover it from another, his grantee takes 
the land subject to such charges and liens as 
may be properly and legally fixed thereon 
by the judgment rendered in that action; and, 

course, one to whom the grantor conveys 
after such judgment takes subject thereto. 

4. When a deed has been lost, and the sub- 
scribing witnesses are unknown, proof of its 
existence and due execution may be made 
by any witness who knows the facts; and it 
was error to charge that, under these circum. 
stances, such proof could be made only by the 
alleged maker of the deed. 

5. Where an order was passed in term time 
setting a motion for a new trial for a hearing 
in vacation, at such time and place as the 
48 might appoint on five days’ notice to 
both sides, and thereafter a day was fixed by 
the judge, but by consent of the parties the 
hearing was on that my postponed to a sub- 
sequent day, and ther, without any turther con- 
sent, again postponed by the judge to still an- 
other day, and no further action was taken on 
the motion until the next regular term of the 
court, when it was heard and decided on its 
merits, this court will not interfere with the 
discretion of the presiding judge in refusing 
to dismiss the motion on the ground that it 
was not heard on the day first appointed or 
on that to which by consent it was postponed. 
Under the order originally passed, the judge 
by giving the notice specified therein, could ap- 
int any day for the hearing; and if on the 

ay assigned. the motion for any reason could 
not be heard, it was within his power and dis- 
cretion to postpone the hearing to such time 
as would suit the convenience of bimself and 
counsel, and he was not bound to hold the par 
ties strictly to the day first designated.
